T. Our admittance by Baptiſm, ought in

Zeſas the Author of our Religion, hath both 
taught his Diſciplesa form of Prayer, which: 
He bids them ſay ; and hath alſo given it: 


them as a Patten by. which all other Pray- 


ers are to be made. 

It begins with a Preface, whereby we are 
taught to make our Addreſſes to God,

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Chriſtianity hath alſo its two Sacra- 
ments, ordained by Chriſt himſelf; which 
are not only pledges to afſure us of his 
Grace, but alſo means to convey it to us. 

So that in each Sacrament we have 
theſe two Parts: the outward fign upon 
which we may fix' our eyes, and the in- 
ward grace which Faith conveys to our 
Souls. 

This is agreeable to the Nature of Man 
who conſiſts both of a Soul and of -a 
Body; they are both bought with a price, 
they muſt be both ſanQifred; and glority 
God: ſo that we have need of- ſuch 
Sacraments, as are both outward and vitt- 
ble ſigns, and may alſo impart to- us - in- 
ward and Spiritual grace.
